Mr. President: The House of Representatives are now ready to meet the Senate 
in the chamber of that House, to‘receive such communications as the President of the 
United States shall be pleased to make to them. And he withdrew.

The Senate returned to their own chamber, and a copy of the speech of the Presi- 
ee the United States, this day addressed to both Houses of Congress, was read, 
as follows: 


Gentlemen of the Senate, 
and Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 

It is with peculiar satisfaction that I meet the Sixth Congress of the United States 
of America, Coming from all parts of the Union at this critical and interesting period, 
the members must be fully'‘possessed of the sentiments and wishes of our constituents 

The flattering prospects of abundance, from the labors of the people, by land and by 
sea; the prosperity of our extended commerce, notwithstanding interruptions occasion- 
ed by the belligerent state ofa great part of the world; the return of health industry, 
and trade, to those cities, which have lately been afflicted with disease; and the various 
and inestimable advantages, civil and religious, which, secured under our happy frame 
of government, are continued to us unimpaired; demand of -the whole American peo- 
ple sincere thanks to a benevolent Deity for the merciful dispensations of his 
Providence. f : 
` But, while these numerous blessings are recollected, itis a ai 
the ungrateful return which has been made for them, by oae S ee 
tain cotinties of Pennsylvania, where, seduced by the arts and misrepresentations of 
designing men, they have openly resisted the law directing the valuation of houses and 
lands. Such defiance was given to the civil authority as rendered hopeless all fug- 
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ther attempts, by judicial process, to enforce the execution of the law; and it became 
necessary to direct'a military force to be employed, consisting of some companies of 
regular troops, volunteers, and militia, by whose zeal and activity, in co-operation 
with the judicial power, order and submission were restored, and-many of the offend- 
ers arrested. Ofthese, some have been convicted of misdemeanors, and others, 
charged. with various crimes, remain to be tried. es ; 

To give due effect to the civil administration of government, and to ensure a just 
execution of the laws, a revision and amendment of the judiciary system is indispen- 
sably necessary. In this extensive.country, it cannot but happen, that numerous gues- 
tions respecting the interpretation of the laws and the rights and duties of officers and. 
citizens must arise. On the one hand, the Jaws should be executed; on the other, in- 
dividuals should be guarded from oppression: neither of these objects is sufficiently 
assured under the present organization of the J udicial Department, I therefore ear- 
nestly recommend. the subject to your serious consideration. g 

Persevering in the pacific and humane policy which had been invariably professed, 
and sincerely pursued, bythe Executive authority of the United States, when indica- 
tions were made, on the part of the French Republic, of a disposition to accommodate 
the existing differences between the two countries, 1 felt it. to be my duty to prepare 
for mecting their advances, by a nomination of ministers upon certain conditions which 
the honor of our country dictated, and which its maderation had given it a right to 
prescribe. The assurances which were required of the French government, previous 
to the departure of our envoys, have been given, through their minister of foreign re- 
lations; and I have directed them to proceed on their mission to Paris, ‘They have 
full power to conclude a treaty, subject to the constitutional advice and consent of the 
Senate. The characters of these gentlemen are sure pledges to their country, that 
nothing incompatible with its honor or interest, nothing inconsistent with our obliga- 
tions of good faith or friendship to any other nation, will be stipulated. ; 

It appearing probable, from the information I received, that our commercial inter- 
course with some ports in the Island of St. Domingo might safely be renewed, I took 
such steps as seemed: to me expedient to ascertain that point. The result being satis- 
factory, I then, in conformity with the act of Congress on the subject, directed the 
restraints and prohibitions of that intercourse to be discontinued, on terms which 
were made known by proclamation. Since the renewal of this intercourse, our citizens 
trading to those ports, with their property, have been duly respected, and privateering 
from those ports has ceased. i 
` In examining the claims of British subjects by the commissioners at Philadelphia, 
acting under the sixth article ofthe treaty of amity, commerce, and navigation, with 
Great Britain, a difference of opinion, on points deemed essential, in the interpretation 
of that article, has arisen between the commissioners appointed by the United States, 
and the other members of that board, from which the former have thought it their duty 
to withdraw. It is sincerely to be regretted, that the execution of an article produced 
by a mutual spirit of amity and justice should have been thus unavoidably interrupted. 
It is, however, confidently expected, that the same spirit of amity, and the same sense 
of justice, in which it originated, will lead to satisfactory explanations. In conse- 
quence ofthe obstacles to the progress ofthe commission in Philadelphia, his Britan- 
nic majesty has directed. the commissioners appointed by him, under the 7th article 
of the treaty, relating to the British captures of American vessels, to withdraw from 
the board sitting in London: but with the express declaration of his determination to 
fulfil, with punctuality and good faith, the engagements ‘which his majesty has con- 
tracted by his treaty with the United States; and that they will be instructed. to re- 

sume their functions whenever the obstacles which impede the progress of the com- 
missioniat Philadelphia shall be removed. Tt being, in like manner, my sincere de- 
termination, so far as the same depends on me, that, with equal punctuality and good 
faith, the engagements contracted by the United States, in their treaties with his Bri- 
tannic majesty, shall be fulfilled, I shall immediately instruct our minister at London 
to endeavor to obtain the explanations necessary to a. just performance of those en- 
gagements on the part of the United States. With such dispositions on both sides, 
T cannot entertain a doubt; that all.difficulties will soon be removed, and that the two 
boards will then proceed and bring the business committed to them respectively toa 
satisfactory conclusion. ~ i 

The act of Congress relative tothe seat of the government of the United States 
requiring that, onthe first Monday of December next, it should be transferred from 
Philadelphia to the District chosen for its permanent seat, it is proper for me to in- 


form you tbat the commissioners appoi ted to provide suitable buildings for the ac- 
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commodation of Congress, and of the President, and of the public offices of the govern- 
ment, have made.a report of the state of the buildings designed for those Purposes in 


1 invite you, gentlemen, to investigate the different branches of the public expendi- 
ture: the examination will lead to beneficial retrenchments, or produce a conviction of 
the wisdom of the measures to which the expenditure relates, 


Gentlemen of the Senate, et oe E Nee . 
“Ata period like the present, when momentous changes are oceurring, and everyhour 
is preparing new and great eventsin the political world; when a spirit of war is prevalent 
in almost every nation with whose affairs the interests of the United States have any con- 
nexion; unsafe and precarious would be our situation were we to neglect the means 
of maintaining our just rights. The result of the mission to France is uncertain; but, 
however it may terminate, a stcady perseverance in a system of national defence, com- 
mensurate with our resources, and the situation of our country, is an obvious dictate of 
wisdom. For, remotely as we are placed from the belligerent nations, and desirous 
as we are, by doing justice to all, to avoid offence to any, nothing. short of the power 
of repelling aggressions will secure to our country a rational prospect of escaping the 
calamities of war or national degradation. As to myself, it is my anxious desire so to 
execute the trust reposed in me, as to render the people of the United States pros- 
perous and happy. I rely, with entire confidence, on your co-operation in objects 
equally your care; and that our mutual labors will serve to increase and confirm union 
among our fellow-citizens, and an unshaken attachment to our government,

Accept, Sir, the respectful acknowledgments of the Senate òf the United States for 
your speech delivered to both Houses of Congress at the opening of the present ses- 
sion. ; f 

While we devoutly join you in offering our thanks to Almighty God for the retary 
of health to our cities, and for the general prosperity of the country, we cannot refrain 
from lamenting ‘that the arts and calumnies of factious designing men have excited 
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open rebellion a second time in Pennsylvania; and thereby compelled the employment 
of a-military force to aid the civil authority in the execution of the laws, We rejoice 
that your vigilance, energy, and well-timed exertions, have crushed so daring an op- 
position, and prevented the spreading of such treasonable combinations. The promp- 
titude and zeal displayed by the troops called to suppress this insurrection deserve 
our highest commendation and praise, and’ afford a pleasitig proof of the spirit and 
alacrity with which our fellow-citizens are ready to maintain the authority of our ex- 
cellent government. : i ; : 

Knowing, as we do, that the United States are sincerely anxious for a fair and liberal 
execution of the treaty of amity, commerce, and navigation, entered into with Great 
Britain, we learn, with regret, that the progress of adjustment has been interrupted | 
by a difference of opinion among the commissioners. We hope, however, that the jus- 
tice, the moderation, and the obvious interests of both parties will lead to satisfactory 
explanations, and that the business will then go forward to an amicable close of all 
differences and demands between the two countries, We are fully persuaded that 
the Legislature of the United States will cheerfully enable you to realize your assu- 
rances of performing, on our part, all engagements under our treaties with punctuality, 
and the most scrupulous good faith. 

When we reflect upon the uncértaifity of the result of ‘the tate mission to France; 
and upon the uncommon nature, extent, and aspect, of the warnow raging in. Eirope; 
which affects materially our relations with the powers at war, and which has changed 
the condition of their colonies in our neighborhood: we are of opinion, with you, that it 
would be neither wise nor safe to relax our measures of defence, or to lessen any of 
our preparations to repel aggression. PEN 

Our inquiries and attention shall be carefully directed to the various other impor- 
tant subjects which you have recommended to our consideration; and from our expe- 
rience of your past administration,, we anticipate, with the highest confidence, your 
strenuous co-operation in all measures which have a tendency to promote and extend 


our national interests and happiness, :

but his fame is whiter than it is brilliant. The destroycrs of nations stood abashed at 
the majesty of his virtue. It reproved the intemperance of their ambition, and darkened. 

‘The scene is closed, and we are no longer anxious lest mis- 
fortune should sully his glory; he has travelled on to the end of his journey and carried 
with him an increasing weight of honor; he has deposited it safely, where misfortune 
Cannot tarnish it, where malice cannot blast it.

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23d of February last, for relinquishing two-thirds of the said quotas, to the contrary 
notwithstanding; and that the states be further called on to make provision for con- 
tinuing to bring into the said treasury their like quotas monthly, to the month of April, 
one thousand seven hundred and eighty-one, inclusive: 

‘That silver and gold be receivable in payment of the said quotas, at the rate ofone 
‘Spanish milled dollar, in lieu of forty dollars of the bills now in circulation: 

“-That the said bills as paid in, except for the months of January and February past, 
which may be necessary for the discharge of past contracts, be not re-issued but de- 
stroyed. > i l 

That as fast as the said bills shall be brought in to be destroyed and funds shall be 
established, as hereafter mentioned, for other bills, other bills be issued, not to exceed, 
on any account, ‘one-twentieth part of the nominal sum of the bills brought in to be

ar That the said new bills issue on the funds of individual states for that purpose es- 
tablished, and be signed by persons appointed by them, and that the faith of the Unit- 
ed States be also pledged for the payment of said bills, in case any state, on whose 
funds they shall be emitted, should, by the events of war, be rendered incapable to 
redeem them; which undertaking of the United. States, and that of drawing bills of ex- 
change for payment of interest as aforesaid, shall be indorsed on the bills to be emitted, 
and signed by a commissioner to be appointed by Congress for that purpose. 

* That the face of the bills to be emitted read‘as follows, viz: P ; 

“ The possessor of this bill shall be paid —— Spanish milled dollars by the thirty 
first day of December, 1786, with interest in like money, at the rate of five per cent. 
per annum, by the state of —— according toan act of the legislature of the said state, 
of the —— day of —— 1780. : 

“ And the indorsement shall be as follows; viz: 

.“ The United States insure the payment of the within bill, and will draw bills of ex- 
change for the interest annually, if demanded, according toa resolution of Congress of 
the 18th day of March, 1780.

The committee are informed that New Hampshire has provided for the redemption 
of those issued by that state, at the rate of one silver dollar for five dollars of their nom-

Massachusetts, by the act funding the debt. of that commonwealth, passed February 

1st, 1794, provided for receiving on loan new emission bills of that state, “ at the rate 

- of one dollar silver for four dollars of those bills, calculating the interest due on their 
face up to July Ist, 1794, and issuing a certificate for the principal and interest at five 
per cent. payable semi-annually.” ; ee ` 

Rhode Island, by act of assembly, passed July (second session) 1780, providing for 
emitting bills conformably to the above resolution, ordered an annual tax for six years, 
as a fund for their redemption: à considerable sum of them has been paid into that . 
state’s treasury by tax; for those outstanding, no further. provision has been made. 

Upon this general view of the subject which presents itself, in considering the de- 
scription of debt upon which interest is demanded, the committee are of opinion that the
